A circular  bed  6 feet  in  diameter,  with  bulbs  6 inches  apart,  requires  110  bulbs;  5 inches  apart,  re- 
quires 160  bulbs;  4 inches  apart,  requires  300  bulbs. 

Depth  at  Which  Bulbs  Should  be  Planted 

Many  of  our  customers  are  frequently 
puzzled  to  know  the  proper  depth  and  distance 
apart  at  which  bulbs  should  be  planted.  The 
accompanying  diagram,  reproduced  from 
Popular  Gardening,  conveys  the  informa- 
tion much  more  clearly  and  briefly  than  we 
could  describe  it.  The  chart  will  bear  careful 
study.  Outdoor  planting  should  be  done 
early  in  the  Fall  to  secure  healthy  plants, 
vigorous  foliage  and  beautiful  flowers.

2 feet  apart  in  rows  3 feet  apart;  7,260  plants 
at  this  distance  will  plant  an  acre.  Firm  the 
plants  well  in  the  soil,  keeping  them  thorough- 
ly cultivated  and  cut  off  all  runners.  About 
the  middle  of  December,  cover  bed  with  salt- 
meadow  hay,  straw  or  leaves.  In  April,  as 
soon  as  the  plants  show  indications  of  growth, 
push  the  covering  away  from  the  plants  to 
allow  them  to  come  through.  The  mulching 
protects  the  plants  from  cold  in  the  winter 
and  heat  in  the  Summer,  keeping  the  fruit 
clean  and  prevents  the  growth  of  weeds.
